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Schlemmer defeats Renner for ASI Presidency

Increasing anticipation and nervous chatter 
blanketed the CSUS Child Care Centera little after 
11 p.m. Wednesday night. Then, Associated Stu- 
dents, Inc. President J.P. Werlin announced he 
would be passing the gavel over to Sandra 
Schlemmer as the next ASI president. 

Schlemmer took the traditional victory stance, 
throwing her arms into the air before being em- 
braced by her friends and congratulated by future 
Board members. 

“J am going to take down all of my campaign 
signs,” said Schlemmer of her first task as ASI 
president-elect. 

Schlemmer also says she wants to see in- 
creased student services and above all, “continue 
serving the students.” 

Schlemmer, with 60.6 percent of student votes, 
defeated her opponent Eric Renner, Recreation 
and Leisure Studies major and current director of 
Safe Rides. 

“{ would like to get more involved with the 
Greek system,” Renner said of his plans. “Maybe 
get a regular job with regular hours, preferably 
something in my field of study.” 

Compared to last year’s record 19.2 percent 
voter turnout, 1688 students, approximately 7.7 
percent, exercised their right to vote. 

“Tam very pleased with the results and with the 
voter turnout,” said Werlin. “Students have made 
their choice tonight.” 


Had the percent of student votes fallen below 
five, the election would have been nullified. 

Other victories of the evening included: Kirsten 
Mann, executive vice president; Dawn Noczika, 
vice president of Finance; Jeff Hamblin, vice 
president of University Affairs; Craig Grivette, 
director, Post Baccalaureates; Geoff Sakala, direc- 
tor, School of Business; George Perry III, director, 
School of Engineering and Computer Science; 
Shannon Hughes, director, School of Arts and 
Letters; Tim Delgado, director, School of Natural 
Sciences and Mathematics and Brian Cooley, 
director, School of Social Science and Interdisci- 
plinary Studies. Forthe University Union Board of 
Directors, Johnnie Carlson was elected for the 2- 
year term along with Kendall Black for the 1-year 
term. 

All four referendums on the ballot passed. The 
first referendum, which received 86.9 percent of 
the student vote, calls foranamendmentto the ASI 
bylaws stating the primary purposes of ASI will 
be: 1. Toserveas the official governing body of the 
students of CSUS; and 2. To advance the welfare 
of CSUS students. 

The endorsement of Referendum No. 2, which 
had 80.7 percent of student votes, amends the 
bylaws to outline the specific powers and respon- 
sibilities of the position of the vice president of 
University Affairs. 

Referendum No. 3, which was approved by 89 
percentofthe voting students, states specific causes

In an effort to address the fears 
_and questions of students, the de- 
partment chairs of Journalism and 
Communication Studies, Mike 
Fitzgerald and Bill Owen, and Dean 
of Arts and Sciences Bill Sullivan 
held a student forum Wednesday to 
discuss the dissolving of the Jour- 
nalism department and its proposed 
placement into Communication 
Studies. 

A packed room of over 75 stu- 
dents and faculty attended, repre- 
senting not only Communication 
Studies and Journalism but Gov- 
ernment and even Italian. 

“One of the reasons why we 
decided to do it [have an open fo- 
rum] was we [Fitzgerald and Owen] 
got tired of talking to one or two 
people and we wanted to do it en 
masse, to the best of our abilities,” 
Fitzgerald said. 

‘Student concerns are what’ s be- 
ing addressed, and their questions 
are our first priority,” David Martin, 
a professor in Communication Stud- 
ies, said. 

The crowd showed concern 
about what would happen to the 
Journalism department’ s academic 
programs: Journalism, Govern- 
ment-Journalism, Graphic Design, 
and Photo-Journalism. 

“How will the move affect the 
Government-Journalism major?” 
asked Bonnie Flynn, aGovernment- 
Journalism major. 

Jean Torcom, the chair of the 
Government department, said, “It 
will not affect it [the Government- 
Journalism major] at all.”

Student crashes 
car into campus 


Health Center

A 22-year-old CSUS student re- 
ceived minor injuries when she was 
involved in a single-car accident 
Tuesday morning while backing her 
car out of a parking space in the lot 
west of the Health Center. 

Maghan Muscato was taken to 
UC Davis Medical Center for obser- 
vation after the 10:20 a.m. accident. 

Sacramento State Police Sergeant 
Douglas Jensen was the first public 
safety officer to arrive on the scene. 
According to Jensen, two students 


were eyewitnesses to the accident: 


and were the first people on the scene. 

Sarah Roffelsen said she was late 
to class and was waiting for a parking 
space when she saw Muscato pulling 
out in her 1980 two-door Toyota 
sedan, Roffelsen said the wheels of 
the car were already at an angle to 
turn out of the space when the car 
gained momentum and “shot back.” 
There was smoke from the tires and 
the car hit the corner of the Health 
Center and a tree. 


“The only thing that stopped her 
was the tree,” Roffelson said. 

Eyewitness:‘Ruby Abram said she 
believed Muscato was in a state of 
shock. “I don’t think she knew where 
she was,” Abram said. 

Abram said she and Roffelsen ran 
to Muscato’s car after it stopped be- 
tween the building and the tree. 
Roffelsen ran in to the Health Center 
and asked for help. Joyce Harris, 
clinical coordinator of the Health 
Center ran out. 

Harris said her first action was to 
stabilize Muscato’s neck. 

“When I came out she was not 
coherent,” Harris said; at that point 
she yelled for Roffelsen to get more 
help. Roffelsen went in and called 
campus police. According to Ser- 
geant Jensen, dispatch received the 
call at approximately 10:23 a.m. The 
report that came in said there were 
injuries involved, so ambulance and 
fire were called, as well. 

Muscato was taken by ambulance 
to UCDMC for observation and re- 
leased. 
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“We’re talking two words here: depart- 
ment and academic program.

“Why is this move being made?” 
asked Journalism major Rob Sabo. 
“Because we are having difficulty 
with the administrative structure of the 
department and it has become dysfunc-

tional and it’s an administrative deci- 
sion that has been made,” Sullivan 
said. : 

When Sabo inquired about the rea- 
sons the department has become dys- 
functional, Sullivan said that those rea- 


sons were personal issues which he 
was not obligated to discuss. 
Another Journalism student, Carissa 
Richards, pressed Sullivan for more 
details about the personal issues. 
“There are some difficulties

occuring in the managing of the struc- 


ture and I feel that the best solution, 
since there are opposing factors here, is 
to dissolve [the Journalism] depart- 
ment and put them in another depart- 





ment,” Sullivan said. 

Richards then asked why the struc- 
ture is being demolished instead of 
changing the management. 

‘A minority force of the faculty 
requested this and is not being done by 
the department,” Journalism faculty 
member Sylvia Fox said. 

When Richards asked again why 
the department was being dissolved 
instead of the managerial problems 
being solved, Sullivan said that there is 
no better solution to the problem. 

Professor William Dorman, who 
has been in the department either as a 
student or instructor for over three de- 
cades, spoke up to allay students’ fears. 

“I’ve spent 30 years in the depart- 
ment. I know that I would never do 
anything to undermine the program. 
My view of the department’s problem 
is thatit’s structurally related,” Dorman 
said. “We were able to maintain three 
programs with part-time faculty. When 
the part-time faculty was cut, we were 
unable to run the programs. When the 
part-time units were lost, we increas- 
ingly became aware of the structural 

problems. For far too long there have 
not been enough resources. I think that 
the program will be a hell of a lot 
stronger.” 

Journalism major Donna Reedy 
asked why students were not consulted 
or told earlier about the move. 

“T feel that this had to be an ad- 
ministrative decision. There are cer- 
tain things we have to decide. This is 
not an issue that the vice president or 
I felt that we had to take a vote of all 
the students as to whether they 
thought that to solve the problem 
they should help us decide whether the 
department should remain or not,”

CSN experiences bring reality to classroom

Are you looking for an opportunity 
to get involved on campus and in the 
community inamore meaningful way? 
The Communication Service Network 
(CSN) could be your answer. | 

The CSN is a student group that 
engages in community service. The 
Network gives students an opportu- 
nity to interact with faculty, alumni, 
professionals, and other students on 
campus that they might otherwise 
not meet. 

The Network averages about one 
project a month. Their next event is 
VIVA (Volunteers in Victim Assis- 
tance) Day for National Victim’s

Dr. Chase says the benefits are 
many, “The students enjoy extend- 
ing (themselves) into the commu- 
nity, and they bring their experiences 
back into the classroom.

she dated). 

Now Tan wants to set the record 
straight, and using the annotations of 
Lolitaby V.Nabokov as an example, she 
set about telling the crowd a little back- 
ground on her writing. She began with 
admitting that she didn’t know anything 
about Nabokov untl she became an au- 
thor. 

In fact, as a teenager, all Tan knew of 
Nabokov was that, “. . . he, like Henry 
Miller, was a dirty old man who had 
written a nasty book about sex, a concept 
I thought about constantly with a hor- 
monally induced cuniosity.” But, as an 
author, Tan admires Nabokov’s ability to 
reduce critics to “‘sniveling idiots.” 

Tan’s focus soon shifted from 
Nabokov and her annotations to her new 
book, The Hundred Secret Senses. She 
described “sources of inspiration” for her 
stories, including her attempts to house- 
break her yorkie, Bubba-Zo, and the ava- 
lanche that killed a close friend. 

“My writing is an interplay between 
the world! create and the world I inhabit,” 
she said. 
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Tan shared one incident of inspiration 
involving her band, The Rock Bottom 
Remainders. The band, whose members 
include writers Stephen King, Dave Barry 
and “aspiring author” Bruce Springsteen. 

The incident involved Don Henley, 
the lead singer of a “competing band,” 
The Eagles. Henley snuck into one of the 
band’s performances, and later described 
Tan’ssinging as sounding like “alley cats 
on garbage night.” 

Rather than blatantly fighting the criti- 
cism, Tan wryly used the quote in The 
Hundred Secret Senses,carefully reword- 
ing it to avoid accusations of plagiarism. 
The quote can be found on page 96 of the 
book. 

Tan also cited the death of her father 
and older brother as a powerful influence 
on her decision tc write. Her father, who 
wasa Baptist minister as wellas an electri- 
cal engineer, had always taught Tan to 
trust in the church and in her family. 

But when he died, she lost the ability 
to trust without skepticism. 

“I can’t begin to describe what fear 
and outrage lie in wait when you believe

the world is held together by the centrifu- 
gal force of fate,” said Tan, who found, 
“the axis tlting. . . then teetering towards 
hopelessness.” But Tan looks on the trag- 
edies in her past as powerful leaming 
experiences for her writing. 

““Disillusionment,” she says, “was an 
excellent teacher for this writer. It made 
me want to remember the exceptions to 
the rule... eventually it made me want to 
write stories.” 

Tan was careful to point out her writ- 
ing is Only paritally autobiographical, 
although more so than she usually in- 
tends. She referred to the instance when 
Tan’s mother told her that after her grand- 
mother became a widow, she married a 
rich man and became his first wife. She 
also told Tan that her grandmother died 
because of eating too much opium. 

When Tan wrote The Joy Luck Club, 
she revised that story, writing the story of 
a fourth wife. who poisoned herself just 
before the Chinese New Year.

On Bitchifi, Kidjo asks the materialistic among us, “What did you bring with 
you/ on the day you were born?” She exalts us to “Share your heart/ share your 
time.” 

Akwaba speaks to the oppressed worldwide, with arumbling bass undemeath, 
“We entrusted them with our lives/ For we had refused to stick together/ The day 
when our possessions lost their value/ It was too late to complain...” 

Koro-Koro strikes me as the most characteristically Beninese tune on this 
record. Already propelled by a tribal hip-hop thrust on this version, some proper 
re-mixes for the dance floor, would surely make B. B. King shake his blues away! 

Carlos Santana lends some beautifully understated guitar licks to Naima, 
closing the album blissfully. | 

To illustrate this distinctly Beninese soundscape, Kidjo enlists the aid of no 
less than 200 vocalists and musicians from her country and abroad to augment her 
already resonant voice to where the vocals never get heavy-handed or too busy. 
With the ten songs here, youcouldassume she used at leasttwenty of these soaring 
vocalists on each song. 

This is a satisfying introduction to some parts of culture that are best shared 
sonically. Play this record on your patio with guava-pineapple juice in hand-it 
works every time.

The latest edition of the State Hor- 
net included an article by MelissaJones 
stating her opinion regarding Proposi- 
tion 203 and the proposed Perimeter 
Road project for CSUS. 

This project will address a critical 
life safety issue. Since 1990 more than 
70 traffic accidents on Jed Smith Drive 
and Judah Way have been reported to 


the Department of Public Safety, many 
involving vehicles and pedestrians. 
Clearly, if both pedestrians and drivers 
adhered to our posted traffic regula- 
tions we would have fewer accidents, 
but unfortunately many do not. 

The Perimeter Road project will 
realign portions of fhe campus road- 
way system toeliminate vehicle pedes- 
trian conflict points. Main roads lo- 
cated between parking lots and the 


~ academic core will be relocated or 


closed to eliminate the constant flow of 
pedestrians across busy streets. Crucial 
intersections will be redesigned to re- 
duce congestion and traffic gridlock. 
Bicycle paths/lanes will be constructed 
along with new roadways—again, in 
an effort to provide a safety conscious 
environment. If this project is funded, 
all of the campus community will ben- 
efit.
